a few hours later the scouts 
reported th at the R ussians were not 
ascending the W estern channel, which 
caused som e surprise. 
A dm iral 
Togo 
Im m ediately started 
at full speed around the north of Tau 
island, and when he doubled the island 
he saw the R ussians com ing In two col­ 
um ns. 
He then brought terrific fire to 
bear or. the flank of the port column, 
and as the R ussians fell into disorder, 
he forced them steadily eastw ard to ­ 
w ard the Japanese coast, w here they 
w ere attacked by every 
vessel th at 
flew the Japane.se flag. 
R epeated torpedo attack s were deliv­ 
ered. som e of them w ith the greatest 
success 
The vessels th at escaped, the 
correspondent says, will probably 
he 
able to reach Vladivostok, and, he adds, 
th at other operations of the utm ost 
im portance are proceeding. 
The Tokio correspondent of the Daily 
Mall says th at the R ussians apparently 
supposed th a t the Japanese base was at 
the Peccadores, as they carefully avoid­ 
ed passing those Islands, and pursued 
a roundabout course before entering 
the Tsu channel.
